State Department Falls to Clear Up 
the Point Whether Insurgents at 
Juarez May Get Arms, 


NO INTERVENTION, SAYS KNOX.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Secre- 

tary of State Knox to-day sent the 

following instructions to Ambassa- 
dor Wilson at Mexico City: 


“ You are authorized officially to 
deny, through the local press and 
otherwise, as under instructions to 
do so, all foolish stories of inter- 
vention, than which nothing could 
be further from the intentions of 
the Government of the United 
States, which has the sincerest 
friendship for Mexico and the Mexi- 
can people, to whom it hopes will 
soon return the blessings of peace, 
which is not concerned with Mex- 
ico’s internal political affairs, and 
which demands nothing but the 
respect and protection of American 
property and life in a neighboring 
republic. You will use the language 
of this instruction.”

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Adminis- 
tration took official cognizance to-day of 
the stories that have been published in 
the last few days to the effect that this 
Government was preparing for armed in- 
tervention in Mexico, and Secretary Knox 
sent to Ambassador Wilson and to all 
Consular officials in Mexico a telegram 
Girecting them to give out for publication 
in the newspapers in the places where 
they are stationed an emphatic denial of 
all such talk. Mr. Knox's telegram au- 
thorized denial in the most positive terms 
of ‘all foolish stories’’ of intervention 
in Mexico by the United States, which “is 
not concerned with’ Mexico's internal po- 
litical affairs.” 

From the time the mobilization of Gen. 
Carter’s “‘ marioeuvre division ’’ was first 
ennounced there has been talk that it 
Was merely the forerunner of interven- 
tion. Administration officials have been 
studiously careful to avoid any public 
expression that might be construed as 


meaning an intention to intervene in 
Mexico, and there has never been an ad- 
mission of any preparation for such a 
course. On the contrary the President 
has repeatedly declared that he had no 
such intention and that he would never 
order any troops across the border ex- 
cept upon the direction of Congress. 

In the last few days, however, there 
have been repeated publications that pur- 
ported to describe sayings or doings of 
Administration officials—from the Presi- 
dent down—all looking toward interven- 
tion. Coupled with these publications 
‘was the speeech of Senator Stone in the 
Senate the other day advocating the adop- 
tion of a resolution authorizing the Pres- 
ifent to intervene. These reports and 
Senator Store’s speech have been tele- 
graphed to Mexico and published in some 
of the sensational newspapers_ there. 

. The international situation growing out 
of the revolution has always been suf- 


\ ficiently complicated, in the view of the

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Administration, without the addition of 
any such gratuitous troublemakers as 
these reports. The very first time the 
word “intervention ’’ was used both the 
Mexican Ambassador here and Sefior Li- 
mantour, then in New York City, issued 
formal statements to the effect that the 
Diaz Government would resist interven- 
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laration by the President that he would 
mot order troops into Mexico of his own 
was intended to reassure the 
Mexican Government. But these un- 
“founded reports continued, and it was 
“thought best to-day to make this offi- 
cial denial public in Mexico in the most 
emphatic marner possible. The Admin- 
istration hopes that this action will quiet 
apprehension in Mexico of aggression by 
the United States. : 
The discussion of the situation regard- 
ing shipments of arms and munitions 
across the border arising out of the in- 
Burgent contro: of Juarez led the State 
Department to-day to issue a statement 
intended to explain its attitude on the 
question.

PRINCETON JUNIOR A SUICIDE, 


lll-Health Leads Hamilton. Brown to 
Shoot Himself at the University.

PRINCETON, N. J., May 12.—Hamil- 
ton Brown of 401, West 148th Street, Man- 
hattan, New York City, and a_member of 
the junior slass of Princeton University, 
was found dead this afternoon in his room 
in the upper Pyne Bul:ding with a bullet 
hole in his right temple. Coroner Daniél 
V. Bower said that it was plainly a case 
of suicide, 

Brown attended classes during the week, 
appeared cheerful, and seemed to bein 
good health. He was found by fellow 
students who room in the building. Dr. J. 
M. Carnochan, the university physician, 
was summoned from the college infirma- 
ry, but Brown was dead when he arrived. 

Brown, who was 20 years of age, en- 
tered Princeton in the Fall of 1908. He 
was studying for the Litt. B. degree and 
would have been graduated in June, 1912. 
He was 4 close student and a member of 
the swimming team and was well liked by 
his mates. Brown held the intercollegiate 
mile record in swimming and ranked 
twelfth among college swimmers. He 
participated this year In the. 220Q-yard 
race and made a good showing. 


The news of her son’s death was broken 
to Mrs. Brown last-night by two friends 
of the youth from Princeton. The mother 
was prostrated. Mrs. Brown said that her 
son had been in poor health for a year 
and after his visit home during the Eas- 
ter holidays had considered not returning 
to college. Mrs. Brown received a letter 
from him yesterday morning in which he 
said that his health continued poor, that 
he was not fit to face the strain of the 
examinations, which would come goon, and 
that he was undecided whether to remain 
in college or to return home. 

Young Brown was one of six children. 
His father, Millard Brown, a lawyer at 
2 Rector Street, died last December. 


MILLINGTON SUCCEEDS TERRY 


Former Congressman Appointed As- 
sistant Treasurer at New York. 


WASHINGTON, May 12. — President 
Taft to-night appointed C. 8. Millington 
of Herkimer, N. Y., Assistant Treasurer 
at New York, succeeding George S. Terry, 
who died in Aiken, 8. C., on April 14. 


UTICA, N. Y., May 12. — Charles 
Stephen Millington was born at Nor- 
way, Herkimer Cofinty, on March 13 
1855. After studying at the Hungerford 
Collegiate Institute, at Adams, he found 
employment in a bank there as clerk. In 
1872 he organized the Bank of Poland and 
was its first cashier. He moved to Her- 
kimer in 1895 and became Vice President 
of the Herkimer National Bank. Shortly 
after he was made President, which of- 
fice he hag held ever since. He Is also 
President of the First National Bank of 
Dolgeville, N. Y. 

Mr. Millington was always a Repub- 
lican, though not especially active in poli- 
tics until 1908, when he was nominated 
to succeed Vice President James 8S. Sher- 
man as Congressman from the Twenty- 
seventh District. He was elected in No- 
vember of that year, and in his first term 
was made a member of the Committee on 
Banking and Currency and the Commit- 
tee on Claims. He was defeated for re- 
election last Fall by Charles A- Talcott | 
of Utica, a Democrat. His appointment | 
as Assistant Treasurer was recommended 
by Senator Root. 


INVADES THE ALASKA FIELD. 


U. S. Smelting Company to Build a 
Big Plant on the Coast.

SEATTLE, Wash., May J2.—The United 
States Smelting, Refining, and Mining 
Company, a Boston concern, has invaded 
the Alaska field, obtained options on a 
number of properties, and is laying its 
plans to build big smelters on the Alas- 
kan coast .nd on the shores of Puget 
Sound. 

To facilitate operations in. the North 
and Northwest an office will be opened 
here to-morrow, with Engineer A. C. 
Barke in charge. A big corps of mining 
engineers has been working through Alas- 
ka for some time under the supervision 
of A. P. Anderson, chief field engineer 
for the company who directed the opera- 
tions from Log Angeles. 

“The coal lands of Alaska, Of course, 
are going to cut quite an important fig- 
ure in the development in the country,” 
said Mr. Anderson. “It is inevitable that 
the time when this fuel can be mined 
must come soon. Every y knows that. 
We have planned to extend our operations 
to Alaska, throughout the Northwestern 
Territory, and even to the Orient if wé 
can get the necessary ore. , ‘ 

“Our reason for going ‘to Alaska to 
operate is based on the fact that there 
are many big properties of various kinds 
there. We are in the smelting business 
primarily, but in order to, get business we 
must byy and develop properties. Alaska, 
in its infinite variety of ores, offers a 
splendid opportunity to obtain the neces- 
sary fluxing material at low cost. The 
fuel problem will séttle itself in the 
course of time.”

WIRELESS CALLS. BRING HELP 


Steamer Hamilton Takes, Passengers 
to Norfolk and Battleship lowa Con- 
.voys Crippled Ship—Woman Hurt, 


NORFOLK, Va., May 12.—The Ward 


| Line steamer Merida, bound from Havana, 


Cuba, for New York, with 188 passengers, 
and a crew of 181, early to-day sank in 
thirty-five fathoms of water fifty miles 
northeast of Cape Charles after she had 
been rammed by the fruit steamer 
Admiral Farragut, bound from Philadel- 
phia, for Port Antonio, Jamaica. 

Every person aboard the' Merida was 
rescued and only one was seriously in- 
jured, the wife of A. Peon, a landed pro- 
prietor of Progreso, Mexico, who, with 
his entire family, was bound for Paris to 
await the end of Mexican troubles. Mrs. 
Peon, occupying a room immediately next 
to where the Farragut struck the Mprida, 
was injured, probably internally. 

The Merida was struck by the Admiral 
Farragut during a dense fog at 12:30 A. 
M. In five hours the Merida was at the 
bottom of the ocean, but her passengers 
and crew were safely aboard her small 
destroyer, the Admiral Farragut. 

By wireless telegraph the Old Domin- 
fon Steamship Company's steamer Ham- 
iIton, bound from New York to Norfolk, 
was summoned by the Admiral Farragut 
and took aboard the rescued passengers 
and crew of the Merida and landed them 
in Norfolk at 7 o’clock to-night. The Ad- 
miral Farragut, which carried only one 
passenger and a crew of fifty men, pro- 
ceeded for the Delaware Breakwater un- 
der convoy of the United States battle- 
ship Iowa, which answered the wiréless 
appeals for assistance. The Iowa was 
standing by the Farragut when the steam- 
er Hamilton left with the rescued pas- 
sengers and crew for Norfolk. 

The Admiral Farragut, after ramming 
the Merida, staggered away with a bad 
hole in her port bow, and it was feared 
she, too, might sink. When the Farragut 
crashed into the Meri@a she disabled the 
latter's engines, wrecked her electrical 
dynamo, and wireless apparatus, and left 
the ship helpless in total darkness. The 
wireless operator, Leach, of the Farragut, 
attempted to call assistance, but found his 
appeal could not be heard. Meanwhile 
passengers and crew were being trans- 
ferred from the sinking Merida to the 
Admiral Farragut. 


Call Help by Wireless. 


One passenger from the Merida was 
Perry E. Benton, an engineer. It was 
largely through his assistancé that the 
Farragut’s wireless was repaired and 
Operator Leach's first call for aid, at 
5:30 o'clock, was made possible. From 
the Old Domoinion liner Hamilton and 
the battleship Iowa, both fifty-five miles 
away, came quick responses. 

“We will reach you by 8 o'clock,” read 
the Hamilton's message. 

Then the Iowa and the Hamilton raced 
to save lives. The Hamilton won. Just 
a few minutes after 8 o'clock the Hamil- 
ton sighted the Admiral Farragut and in 
Within 
two hours the passengers were shifted 
from the Farragut to the Hamilton. 

The Merida’s lights were extinguished 
ten minutes after the collision. Passen- 
gers were thrown from their beds in 
staterooms and bunks below. The offi- 
cers quieted the women passengers, three 
or four of whom, having infants in their 
arms, rushed on deck sin their night 
dresses. Twoscore Mexican refugees 
were among the Merida passengers, 
bound for the United States and Europe. 
One passenger is said to have been a 
Roman Catholic Archbishop én route to 
Rome. 

One woman said she lost $1,000 in gold 
deposited with the Merida’s purser and 
half a carload of tropical birds which she 
was importing. The Secretary to the 
Italian Legation in Mexico lost eight 
trunks, and there were many other losses. 

Sonie of the passengers left scantily at- 
tired. A. Peon, the Mexican planter, 
whose wife was injured, escaped only in 
his bathrobe. He said he was with his 
wife, five children, and two maids‘on his 
way to visit five othér children by a 
former marriage. His wife was so badly 
hurt that she had to be loWered from 
the Merida in a chair and again from 
the Admiral Farragut to the steamer 
Hamilton in like mannér.. Ag she was 
being borne to a local hotel for medical 
examination, Mr. Peon said: 

“She igs a very brave woman and will 
get over it, I know.” 

All that one party’of New York women 


was able to save were red blankets taken 
from the Merida. 


Falls Out of a Lifeboat. 

As one lifeboat was being lowéred from 
the Merida with twenty-five pé¥sons in it 
a davit rope broke, and she descended at 
an angle of twenty-five degrees. A neces- 
sary plug to keep her from sinking had 
been forgotten and this had to be waited 
for. Women clung to the sides to pre- 
vent ‘falling out as the boat swung at 


an angle. One boy fell out, but was res- 
cued. 

One woman with an infant fainted and 
dropped her child, which was picked up 
by a stewardess. 

A. D. Guerre of Brooklyn and a Mr. 
Jones had to jump from the Merida to 
a life raft. The former was slightly in- 
jured. Both were on the life raft for 
several hours before rescued. 

There were brougnt from the Merida 131 
first-class paSsengers, 82 second class, 25 
steerage, and 181 crew. The crew, steer- 
age, and eight first-class passengers ieft 
to-night for New York. The others were 
sent to hotels, and will receive tickets 
to-morrow *o their destinations. 

The only death resulting from the accl- 
dent was that of a cat, the mascot of the 
ship, which was overlooked.

Calloway was taken on by the firm as 
ia youth, and showed such aptitude for 
the work that his advancement was rapid. 
He was popular with his fellow-em- 
ployes and brokers, and enjoyed the full-| 
est confidence of C. D. reeman & Co.! 
As an appreciation of this he was made 
a partner. He was last seen at his of- 
fices late Wednesday afternoon. 

The young cotton broker was one of 
the most popular men of Hackensack, 
where he recently built a handsome 
bufigalow on the heights. He was single, 
living with his mother, and was known 
as a lavish entertainer. He was the lead- 
ing man with, the Hackensack Dramatic 
Socisty. 

On the strength of attachments for 
claims amounting to $2,000 which had 
been obtained by the First-National Bank 
of Ridgefield Park and the Hackensack 
Coal and Lumber Company, Sheriff Rob- 
ert Conklin sent two Deputies yesterday 
to make a levy on Calloway’s household 
effects. They were unable to obtain any 
information as to the young broker's 
whereabouts. 

Calloway was cashier and manager of 
C. D. Freeman & Co., and as soon as it 
was discovered that his accounts were 
involved, he was dropped from the firm. 
In accordance with a rule of the Néw 
York Cotton Exchange, notice of that 
fact was at once posted in the board 
room. 

It was said on behalf of C. D. Frea- 
man & Co. last night that while it was 
not yet known to what extent the firm’s 
money had figured in Calloway’s social 
exploits the amount was not large enough 
to embarrass it. : 

“Tt is only another sad case of confi- 
dence misplaced,”’ said a representative of 
the brokers. 


AUTO INVADES SALOON. 


Racing Driver Smashes Window to 
Avoid Hitting Children. 


John Juhasz, an automobdile racing driv- 
er, and his wife, Carola, were driving!

Mrs. Juhasz, who was at the wheel, 
turned to the west. The children stood 
for a second, bewildered. Mrs. Juhass | 
then turned the car toward the east, and 
as she did so the children turned back 
and went east again, getting in the path 
of the car. Juhasa reached over and 
gave the steering wheel a strong jerk, 
heading the car west again. Still panic- 
stricken, the children turned about and 
ran for the west side. To avoid running 
them down the racing man and his wife 
headed the car for the sidewalk. 

Although they had turned off their 
power and. put on the brakes, the ca 
mounted the sidewalk, crossed it and an | 
asphalt platform one foot high and four | 
feet wide, and kept on, climbing into the 
window of a saloon on the Fifty-fourth 
Street corner.

THE TRUST DECISIONS 


Stotk Exchange Firm Appeals to 
Supreme Tribunal to End Wall 
Street Suspense. “ _ 


WASHINGTON IS STARTLED 


Clerk Had Not Recelved the Protest 


Up to Latest Mall Last Night—De- 
lay Not Regarded as Unusual. 


The anxiety of Wall Street that the 
suspense of waiting ‘for the decision.: in 
the Standard Oil and American Tobacco 
“anti-trust”’ cases may not be con- 
tinued over the Summer vacation of the 
Supreme Court of the United States was 
voiced in a letter which the Stock }!x- 
change house of J. 8S. Bache & Co. 24- 
dressed last night to the Chief Justice 
and Asso¢iate Justices of the court, urg- 
ing on them the desirability of expedition. 
The letter contains this comment: 

“The business of the whole country is 
at a standstill. There is no matter before 
the Government of so vital importance as 
this. The welfare of every citizen is con- 
cerned.”’ 

It went on to point out that if a ques- 
tion of similar import were before Con- 
gress, that body would sit continuously 
until it was disposed of. For this reason 
the letter “‘ most earnestly requests and 
prays” that “if it should happen that 
conclusions cannot be properly reached 
by the time set for the adjournment of 
the court, the sessions of the court be 
graciously extended in the interests of the 
whole people until the matter is con- 
cluded."’ 

After many guesses, which were as 
often wrong, the financial district settled 
down a few weeks ago to expect the mo- 
mentous decision on May-15, which is next 
Monday. There have been some who have 
predicted that the matter would go over 
the Summer vacation and not be decided 
until the Fall session of the Supreme 
Court.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Officials of 
the Supreme Court declined absolutely to- 
night to credit the report from New York 
that J. 8. Bache & Co. had sent a letter 
to the court protesting against the delay 
in handing down the decisions in the 
Standard Oi] and Tobacco Trust cases. 

They said the report must be a hoax. 
One official] who had been with the court 
for many years, said that no such protest 
had been received at the office of the 
clerk. Mr. McKenney, clerk of the court, 
said he had not received such a letter 
up to the time of the last delivery to- 
night. 

As & matter of fact, men familiar with 
the procedure of the Supreme Court do 
not regard the time taken b#'the Justices 
in the preparation of the opinion and 
judgment in these trust cases as unusual 
delay. It is quite in accord with the be+ 
lief, expressed by high Administration 
officials soon after the cases were ar- 
gued and submitted, that the decisions 
would not come down, if at all, before 
the end of the term, and might even go 
over until the Fall. The opinion in each 
case Involves a tremendous amount of 
labor on the part of the Justice who pre- 
pares it, as well as on all the other mem- 
bers of the court. The arguments were 
very voluminous and the citations of au- 
thorities-extensive. 

The Justice writing the opinion will no 
doubt desire to consult these cited au- 
thorities for himself, and probably will 
have other authorities to examine on his 
own suggestion or on that of other Jus- 
tices. All this requires time, while the 
writing of the opinion is a work of the 
utmost care. Then when it has been 
prepared it is submitted to each of the 
comment. 
Changes may be suggested which require 
extensive revision, consuming more time. 

The Supreme Court is, of course, aware 
of the importance of these opinions in the 
commercial world, and of the fact that 
they may have a great effect on the stock 
market. There has been no Httle ex- 
pectation in Washington that the deci- 
sions would come down on May 15, next 
Monday. But it has been suggested re- 
cently that they may be put off -to May 
20, the last day of the present term. 
There will undoubtedly be a number of 
decisions to deliver on that day, so that 
if the trust cases decisions do come 
down then, they wif! quite likely to He 
delayed. until.after the close of the stock 
market. 

The next day is a legal holiday and 
the Stock Exchanges will be closed, 
that there will be dne full day in which to 
consider the effect of the decisions before 
any Stock Exchange operations could be 
undertaken. But it is all speculation. The 
cola fact is that if anybody except the 
nine Justices of the court knows what 
these trust decisions are, or when they 
will come down, he is keeping his jn- 
formation closely to himself.

Dickinson in the situation of his private 
business and from thé President’s own 

sense of loss to the Administration. 

It seems that the major part of Secre- 
tary Dickinson’s fortune is invested in 
coal properties in Tennessee, which have 
for some time been in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. It nds developed that in order to 

ve as much as possible out of them Mr. . 
Dickinson must give them his personal at- 
tention. He is not going to resume the 
Practice of law, but will go to Tennessee 
as soon as Mr. Stimson qualifies, which 
probably will be early next week. 

Mr. Dickinson wrote his resignation on 
April 28. His letter reads:

WIRELESS TELLS OF WRECK.: 


Terse Messages Keep Steamship Of- 
ficers Posted on Merida’s Sinking. 


The story of the collision of the Ward 
liner Merida and the Unitea Fruit Com- 
pany’s steamship Admiral Farragut, and 
thg~ sinking of the former off Cape 
Charles early yesterday ‘norning, was 
told briefly in wireless messages re- 
ceived at the offices of the steamship 
lines in this city. : 

The first message that there had been

vessels went out “S. O. 8S.,” the inter- 
National wireless signal of distress. This | 
message was picked up by the battleship 
Iowa, on her way from Philadelphia to 
Annapolis, the Old Dominion liner Ham- 
ilton, bound from this city to Norfolk 
other craft within the wireless range and 
the stations alcng shore. The Iowa was 
so near the disabled steamship that she 
was first- alongside and her boats as- 
sisted in taking the passengers and crew 
from the sinking Merida to the disabled 
Farragut. Later these were taken, on 
board the Hamilton and landed last even- 
ing at Norfolk, Va. 


The message from Capt. Boaz of the 
Hamilton told of his efforts to find the 
source of the wireless call in the fog and

He was educated in 
the public schools of his native city and 
in the University of Nashville, Tenn. 
He obtained his law training in the Law 
School of Columbia University, in_ this 
city, afterward continuin his legul| 
studies at the Universities of Leipsic and 
Paris. Later he made an extended for- 
eign trip, and returned to this country to 
practice law in Nashville. He soon be- 
came a prominent figure in the State, and 
was Bm ag ean several times to fill un- 
expi terms on the Supreme Court 
Bench of Tennessee. 

He. was Assistant Attorney General of 
the United Sta under Grover Cleveland, 
resign when Mr. McKinley was elect- 
ed. Returning {3 Nashville, he became 
chief attorney fof the Louisville & Nush- 
ville Railroad. A few years later saw 
him chief counsel for the Illinois Cen- 
tral, removing to Ch 0. 

In 1903 he was appointed special counsel 
for the Government before the Alaskan 
Boundary Commission. He represented 
this country before all the sessions of 
the commission {n London. In 1907 and 
1908 Mr, Dickinson served as President 
of the American Bar Association. 

Mr. Dickinson.has always been consid- 
ered a man of wealth. It has been esti- 
mated that for some few years previous 
to his ining the Cabinet his law prac- 
tice netted him not less than $50,000 a 
year.

TRY TO BLACKMAIL CHINESE. 


Men Posing as Federal Inepectors 
Caught—Threatened Deportation. 


The usual throng wés around the Crim!- 
nal Courts Building at Centre and White 
Streets yesterday afternoon, among them 
Detectives Burke and Picco, who had just 
attended a trial in General Sessiohs, when 
two men came running up Centre Street 
followed by a score of yelling Chinamen. 
Burke and Picco caught one of the men, 
but the other made off in the crowd. 

According to Wong Fook of 48 Mott 
Street, who was in the lead of the pur- 
suers, the two men had tried to swindle 
him out of $50, and when the prisoner, 
and later two others, one of them a China- 
man, were turned over to United States 
Chinese and Immigration Inspector Wylie 
he declared that the captures probably 
had put an end toa swindling scheme 
by which Chinamen in this city had been 
swindled out of hundreds of dollars. 

According to Inspector Wylie, two white 
men and two Chinamen, one of them still 
at large, originated a scheme of posing as 
Federal officers and then by threats of 
deportation blackmailing Chinamen who 
were unable to produce a certificate such 
as all those regularly admitted to this 
country are provided with. More than 
100 complaints ‘had been received at the 
Federal Building, said Mr. Wylie, all of 
them, of course, from Chinamen equipped 
with the necessary certificates, since those 
who had none dared not complain of the 
swindle. For this same reason, said the 
Inspector, it had been impossible to get 
any trace of the swindlers. 

Fook was highly complimented at Police 
Headquarters for his share in the cap- 
ture of three prisoners. The Chinaman, 
though living in Mott Street, runs a 
laundry in Third Avenue, between Four- 

jteenth and Fifteenth Streets. To . his 
shop came yesterday, said the Chinaman, 
one of the prisoners, who afterwards 
said he was John Williams and who the 
police gay has a record as a pickpocket 
under the alias of Walter Stewart. 

With Stewart was another man, both 
of whom posed as inspectors, and one 
of whom showed a glittering shield. They 
told Fook they would not deport him if 
he would sive them $50, Fook protested 
that he had a certificate and the men ac- 
companied him to-his Mott Street home 
where he produced it. 

“Ah! that’s not yours,”’ Fook said one 
of the men told him, and insisted again 
on the $50. Fook refused to pay and the 
men started away. Fook and every other 
Chinamen in .the house convinced now 
that the men were impostors started in 
pursuit. . 

According to the police, Williams con- 
fessed his part in the scheme, and said

The Diaz Government here has ap- 
parently decided that its previous hide- 
and-seek military preparations in the 
capital were childish, and to-day there 
were planted before the citadel and di- 
rected upon the city four field pieces. 
Possibly this is the result of a council 
of Ministers, with Gen. Diaz presiding, 

At all 
events, we know no other so far as we 
_ are concerned here to-night. 

Chihuahua and Torreon are incom- 
municado. There is every reason to 
believe that both places have been be- 
sieged since yesterday. It is certain 
that all telegraphic communication is 
cut off. 

Americans Leave Guadalajara. 

The American colony in Guadalajara, 
for some reason not known here, is in 
@ ‘panic. Americans are all trying to 
leave the city by any available means. 

The troubles of American refugees— 
which are indeed great, many of them 
being wholly destitute—who are arriv- 
ing at the various Consulates, is begin- 
ning to constitute a serious problem. 
There are forty such reported at Vera 
Cruz and fifty at Manzanillo. 

I had a good look at the Belem pris- 
on to-day from the outside. I made no 
attempt to enter it because there is 
quite a substantial rumor to the effect 
that the last intruder caught the ty- 
phus. I should say from what I saw 
and heard that there are at least 6,000 
prisoners in the place. There is 4 
guard of 500 soldiers. I saw no rea- 
sons why they were not sufficient to 
perform their duties, but the insur- 
gents continue to insinuate, probably 
without any justification, that a jail 
delivery is planned in the near future 
with a sinister purpose, and that we 
shotild be prepared for it. 

Tells of Murder of American. 


Judge M. M. Godman of Seattle, 
‘Wash., who for the last few years has 
divided his time between Mexico and 
the California home of Mrs. Godman, 
arrived at the capital to-day and gave 
me a very simple and touching state- 
ment of how, as already telegraphed to 
TuHp New York Times, his ranch near 
Acapulco was raided last week and his 
eldest son killed by insurgents. It will 
be remembered that at the time all 
three of his sons were reported killed, 
but two of them, after many narrow 
escapes and much suffering in the 
mountains, reached Acapulco. 

Judge Godman told me that he left 
the hacienda, where heis planting co- 
coanuts in a large scale, to go to Aca- 
pulco, where his presence was neces- 
sary to get some agricultural imple- 
ments out of the Custom House. This 
was on Saturday morning a week ago. 


: There were rumors of the approach of

Judge Godman left Acapulco last 
Sunday night in a steamer for Man- 
zanillo, whence he came by rail here. 
He says that the American colony in 
Acapulco has been in great straits ow- 
ing to the vigorous way in which the 
insurgents are pushing the siege.- He 
says that for many weeks past all 
Americans have gone on board lighters 
or have rowed out to sea in order to 
escape the horrors of a night attack 
and massacre, which is apprehended 
every evening. 

The committee of safety of the Amer- 
ican colony appointed by Ambassador 
Wilson held its first formal meeting 
to-night. Although already arrange- 
ments for the organization of the col- 
ony and working arrangements with 
the other foreign colonies have been per- 
fected, only two measures were decided 
upon to-night; first to impress upon all 
Americans the necessity of arming 
themselves as well as it can be done at 
this late date; and secondly, to lay in 
provisions as abundantly as possible, 
so that in case of possible rioting the 
members of our colony will not have to 
go out into the streets. 

It is thought advisable not to have a 
working understanding with the Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, though 
all the colonies will work harmoniously 
with it. Closer working relations are 
neither possible nor advisable, as the 
Chamber of Commerce wishes to de- 
fend the stores and business quarters 
from looting, while the foreign and 
American colonies have decided to 
limit their efforts to the defense of 
their homes and families. 

Organize to Resist Invasion. 

Reports are coming in from every 
quarter, as far apart as Manzanillo and 
Tampico, also from Aguascalientes and 
Toluca, of the wonderful growth, and 
consequent excitement among. the 
younger generation, of the recently 
called into being patriotic societies, 
which are known locally by various 
names, such as Amigos del Pais or 
Frontier Protective Society or Society 
for the National Integrity or Lives of 
the Country. 

There is evidently a central organiza-

Searchers Unearth It from Ruins of 
the Edinburgh Theatre Fire. 


EDINBURGH, May 12.—Lying amid the 
fire ruins of the Empire Music Hall in 
the pit, where the counterweights of the 
fron curtain were sunk, searchers this 
evening found the body of “ Lafayette 
the Great,” the vaudeville performer, 
who, with a number of his company, 
perished in the fire that destroyed the 
theatre several rights ago.

Declares That Expansion Is 


Needed in Vocational Train- 
ing in Our Schools. 


PRESENTS MOSELY’S GIFT 


Picture, “Am | My Brother’s Keeper?” 
Turned Over to De Witt Clin- 
ton High School. 


J. ©. Doliman’s picture, “Am I My 
Brother’s Keeper?” showing unemployed 
workmen of London spending the night on 
a bench on the Thames embankment, 
which has been sent to the Board of 
Education of New York by Alfred Mosely 
of London as an expression of gratitude 
to the board for its co-operation with his 
educational work, was formally presented 
yesterday afternoon by Theodore Roose- 
velt at the De Witt Clinton high school. 

There was an elaborate programme, in- 
cluding music by the De Witt boys and 
the Wadleigh high school girls. Col. 
Roosevelt was received by the audience 
standing and with prolonged clapping and 
waving of programmes, and was called 
during the exercises the “ most illustrious 
citizen of the United Stat@s’” Miss Olivia 
Leventritt of the Board of Education, 
Chairman of the Committee on Vocational 
Schools and Intustrial Training, accepted 
the picture for the board. 

Mr. Mosély, who organized the English 
Education Commission and arranged the 
tours of English teachers to this country 
and of American teachers to London, said 
in a letter regarding his gift that he 
wished the picture to emphasize to the 
people of this country the need of voca- 
tional training, so that the sad conditions 
the preponderance brought about by un- 
skilled labor in England and the European 
cities might never be repeated in this 
country. 

President Egerton Winthrop, Jr., of the 
Board of Education, presided, and intro- 
duced Col. Roosevelt, who said: 

“I know all teachers will agree with 
me wher I say that I have a weary con- 
tempt for the cuckoo type of parent, the 
father or mcther who deposits the child 
in the school and then goes off feeling 
that all the rest of the responsibility rests 
with the teacher.” 

“The poorest economy of the citizen 
and taxpayer is to cut down the salaries 


of the teachers.”’ Col. Roosevelt said that 
he had felt obliged to accept the invi- 
tation to.speak on this occasion because 
of his strong belief in the need of indus- 
trial education for the whole country. 
“Any one who has paid attention to 


education matters,” he sald, “and that 
should include every American citizen 
worthy to be called so, must see the need 
of making changes in the educational 
system that it may do what we demand 
of it. We must train toward and not 
away from the shop and factory, and if I 
was in the country I should say toward 
the farm. Some of the best educated peo- 
ong I have ever known were not perfect 

spelling, and I don’t mean reformed 
spelling. 

‘Mr. Maxwell, " turning to the Super- 
intendent, ‘“‘you have done us a great 
service in promoting the musical work in 
the schools, as we have seen here to-day.

®ur front steps. She was comparatively 
®vell dressed, but in a stupor. The prob- 
3om was to get our guests across the 
Grunken lady or to remove her from the 
“vay. 
and it took just an hour and forty-five 
minutes to clear the obstruction. The 
first policeman who came found the cause 
of the difficulty in a black pint bettle 
tn the lady’s dress.

* Well, my daughter appeared against 
the woman in the Night Court, and was 
represented by counsel. The drunken 
lady, who, as I said. was pretty well 
dressed and had had time to freshen her- 
self up, declared that she hadn’t taken 
a drink, and the difficulty was due to the 
fact that my daughter was under the tn- 
fluence of liquor herself. The Magistrate 
continued the case till the next night, and 
egain my daughter and her counsel had 
to visit the Night Court. This time the 
lady sai@q my daughter was a habitual in- 
ebriate, but she was sent to the island 
for thirty days. ” 

An Insulting Policeman. 

“That is a sample of the police work 
that is thrown on the citizen under a sys- 
tem where the officers are afraid to make 
@n arrest. Another experience that shows 
their demoralization and lack of responsi- 
bility was that of a young woman of my 
acquaintance who was a stranger in New 
York and thought Madison Square would 
be a‘pleasant place to sit and read. She 
must have pre-empted one of the benches 
reserved for the regulars. A policman in 
uniform made an offensive assault on her. 
I can’t be more specific than that in this 

lace, but it could not have been more of- 

ensive. She reporteqd the matter to me, 

and I have been ape toe | trying to 

find that officer ever since. He was car- 

rying his belt in his hand,.-or in other 

words, was off duty, and the young wo- 
an was too hysterical to think of taking 
is number. 

“These are the conditions you are 
bound to have if the rank and file feel 
that they will not be supported from 

- above if they do the right thing, and have 
little fear of detection if they do tte 
wrong thing.. Our police force, taken by 
and lesen, is as honest, faithful, and 
trustworthy as any body of men of its 
eize I know of, but man is a self-seeking 
animal acting under leadership. If some- 
thing is wrong with hog 3 man at the head 
of the force it reduces the enthusiasm of 
the men. They may do good work, but 
they won't do their best work. If the 

oliceman knows that if he does what 
+ believes to be right he will be sus- 
tained, he works very differently than 
the does if he knows he is not going to be 
eustained, because the forces of the under 
world are always, active and represent 
votes and influence, which is exercised 
under the excellent motto of ‘ personal 
liberty.’ 

“ We may have a personal liberty. that 
will destroy society. We talk of crime as 
detestable and of the criminal as though 
he should receive sympathy. Leniency 
s urged for the individual criminal which 
f applied to all of his class would destroy 
society. I will agree to the sentiment that 
*t is better that ten guilty men should 
scape than that one innocent man should 
uffer, although I would make an excep- 
jon of the rich man and turn the senti- 

ent about to read that it is better that 
ten innocent rich men should suffer than 
me guilty one escape, but in any case 
ony let us give the benefit of the doubt 
to society an not to the individual. 


Corrigan for Permanent Head. 

Magistrate Corrigan also discussed the

OSTEOPATHS LOSE RIGHTS. 


Health Board Need Not Accept Their 
Death Certificates. 


In a decision handed down yesterday by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, Second Department, the Board of 
Health is upheld in refusing to accept a 
death certificate from doctors of Osteo- 
pathy in New York. The osteopaths sued 
to force the Board of Health to accept 
their death certificates as they do those of 
other schools of medicine. Osteopaths de- 
clared yesterday that the decision will 
ruin their~ profession. Dr. Charies S. 
Green, President of the Osteopathic So- 
ciety, said that osteopaths had not had 
time to make any definite plans for fight- 
ing the decision, but he declared the is- 
sue probably would be carried to the Leg- 
islature. 

“It is difficult,” he said “ to surmise on 

hat grounds of law or logic such a de- 
cision could have been reached by these 
learned jurists. While we are recognized 
as competent physicians by State law, 
the local Board of Health seeks to handi- 
cap and discredit us by refusing to accept 
from ~us death certificates.

“Our skyscrapers are another sourcé 
of fire danger. Some day there will be 
terrible loss of life as well as property 
in some of our downtown skyScrapers. 
They are cailed fireproof, but they are 
no more than what we firemen call 
‘slow burnifig' buildings. While the 
buildings themselves are fireproof, the 
contents are frequently extremely inflam- 
mable, and in case of a fire starting in 
the lowcr floors those in 
stories would have a very chance 
of eScaping with their lives. The stair- 
Ways usually are narrow and curving. 

“Fire appliances in public and semi- 
public buildings are in poor condition usu- 
ally. The extinguishers, wrich should be 
recharged at ieast twice a year, more 
often than nut are recharged only once 
every three or four years. Fire hose is 
allowed to remain in its reels for years 
at a time, so that when it is called into 
use it is so rotten that it falls apart.’ 

Chief Croker was asked his opinion of 
the value of dynamite in fighting big con- 
flagrations. He said he had little use 
for this subterfuge. It usually serves 
only to spread the fire, he declared. 

The question of fire escapes also inter- 
ested the ex-Chief’s hearers exceedingly. 
After discussing many kinds he said that 
he favored the tower fire escape, which 
consisted of walls entirely separate from 
those of the main building. 

Of the personnel of the Fire Depart- 
ment, Mr. Croker had this to say: 

‘The class of men we are getting in the 
Fire Department now is much inferior to 
the character of the old timers. We are

Whiteford’s pockets were turned inside 
out. He was known to carry large sums 
of money, and it is believed that he. had 
$300 in his pockets when he closed his 
saloon at 1 o’cléck yesterday morning. ‘~ 
large diamond stud stick pin, which he 
always wore, a. solitaire diamond ring, 
and a gold watch are missing. 

In ,hig early life Whitéford was noted 


for his strength and fearléssness. Bven | 


in the last few years, when his age be- 
gan to tell on him, he maintained a stolid 
indifference. to,.the suggestions of his 
friends that'he might: some time bé way- 
laid by thugs. : 

Whiteford ‘had a sleeping room on the 
third floor of the building. His home 
was at Sheepshead Bay, where he lived 
with his aged mother. He let his bar- 
tender go home early on Thursday night 
and closed the saloon himself. The floor 
above the saioon is used as a meeting 
room by lodges and labor unions. At one 
end of it is a kitchen, where Kerrigan 
works. He tried to open the door of the 
lodge room yesterday* morning, but. it 
did not give easily. Giving it a stronger 
shove, he stumbled across Whiteford's 
body ‘ 

An ambulance. surgéon from the Brook- 
lyn Hospital said that Whiteford had 


been dead a few hours. His assailants 
choked him and battered him. with the 
butt af a revolver, broken pieces of 
which were found scattered about. The 
murdered man’s face showed the marks 
of a brutal beating. There was a deep 
gash in the back of the head, and the 
scalp was cut in Several places. The 
Adam's apple had been crushed in, caus- 
ing internal hemorrhage. 

Whiteford was last seen alive at 2 
o'clock in the merning. He was sitting 
alone in the rear part of his saloon when 
Policeman Gray, of the Adams Street 
Station; passed and saw him through a 
window. Tle police believe that two or 
more men took part in the crime. There 
were indications that Whiteford made a 
fierce defense: Blood from his v’ounds 
was found tn different parts of the room. 
His assailants, the police think, secreted 
themselves in the lodge room and lay 
in wait until he ascended the stairs to 
go to his bedroom. Bloody finger prints 
were left on two coors and these, it is 
hoped, will lead to the punishment of the 
murcerers. 

Whiteford had kept the saloon for 
twenty years. having succeeded Phil Me- 
Cauley, once known as a backer of 
pugilists.

He is Chairman of the 
Clerical Conference of the Federation of 
Ghurches. 


For some time the clergymen and 
chureh societies of Brooklyn have been 
making a crusade against the ‘ wide 
open ”’ condition of Brooklyn on Sunday. 
Last Sunday it was announced that those 
behind tHe crusade had covered the sa- 
loons of the rough thoroughly with the 
ald of the Men’s Clubs of various 
churches, and had collected evidence of 


hundreds of violations. They also nt 
to moving-picture shows and found, they 
said, many minors who had not proper 
guardianship.

Defense of the Department. 


"Thus were concluded what I believe 
to have been the most active, insistent, 
and thorough efforts ever made by a 
banking department to keep fully advised 
regarding the affairs and condition of a 
financial institution under its supervision, 
to eliminate objectionable assets through 
the substitution of cash or its equivalent, 
and to correct that which was criticisable 
in management. No one familiar with 
the facts can question the sufficiency of 
these efforts. During my thirteen months 
in ofice T had held 139 conferences regard- 
ing the affairs of the company, of suffi- 
cient importance.to have had record made 
of them in the department. For more 
than ten months of that period I had ex- 
acted dally reports from the company 


which kept.me constantly informed as to 
its cash position and enabled me, if any- 
thing appeared in those reports of an 
unusual nature, or suggestive of the need 
of an. inquiry, to institute an investiga- 
tion; while from time to time I had these 
reports verified by special examinations. 
Ten such special examinations were had 
in addition to the regular examinations. 

“During the period a® a direct result 
of the efforts of the department, $4,000,000 
of doubtful assets had been turned into 
cash. During the same period the claims 
of depositors against the Company had 
been reduced from $14,000,000 to $7,800,000. 

“ This department cannot be blamed be- 
cause the company was not saved in the 
end; the efficiency of its efforts and the 
wisdom of its course are established be- 
yond question by the fact that when the 
end came the loss to its depositors both 
actual and proportionate was far less 
than it- would have been at any time prior 
thereto. 

“In the interest solely of that public 
confidence which should be reposed in the 
Banking Department, I desire that this 
brief report should be given publicity. 
Our examiners are trained and experi- 
enced men; they are faithful in their 
work, loyal to the department; their hon- 
esty and efficiency have n proven on 
many occasions. The advantage to me 
personally of making public tnese facts 
is of no consequence, but it is of great 
consequence and importance to the busi- 
ness community that it should be known 
that the banking law in letter and spirit 
was at all times fearlessly administered 
by this department in the case of the 
Carnegie Trust Company as in all other 
cases of which I have had any knowl- 
edge.”’ ;

Clark Williams Explains. 


Clark Williams, who was Mr, Cheney's 
predecessor, issved a, statement last 
night, explaining his connection with the 
efforts to keep the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany aficat. It was Mr. Williams who 
wrote to Andrew Carnegie in Dec., 110%, 
praising William J. Cummins. Mr. Will- 
iams says that this letter was published 
before in a garbled form. The following, 
he says, Is an exact copy:

The Hou. Andrew Carnegie) Ninety-first 
Street and Fifth Avenue, New York: 

Dear Mr. Carnegie: At the request of 
certain members of the Board of Directors 
of the Carnegie Trust Company, I am writ- 
ing to advise you that during my ‘incum- 
bency*of the office of Superintendent of 
Banks I was familiar with the affairs of 
the Carnegie Trust Compan 

I have no hesitancy in 
opinion such growth and 
condition as the company enjoyed was 
largely due to the efforts of Mr. William 
J. Cummins and those Directors whom he 
brought into the board and has made his 
associates. 

I know Mr. Cummins as an intimate per- 
sonal friend, and I have high regard for 
his ability and integrity of purpose. I be- 
lieve that he and his associates are making 
earnest and praiseworthy efforts to improve 
the condition of the company and to secure 
for it more favorable consideration on the 
part of the banking community.

| MERGER PLAN APPROVED. 


Directors of the Equitable and Madi- 
son. Trust Companies Agree. 


With the acceptance yesterday by Di- 
rectors of the Equitable Trust Company 
and the Madison Trust Company of terms 
Wroposed for.the merger of the two in- 
stitutions the way was made clear for 
liquidation of the Madison's assets, Stock- 
holders’ meetings will be held May 29 to 
ratify the merger. 

It was said after the Directors’ action 
that while it is impossible- yet to tell 
how ‘much’ tan be realized on sOme of the 
Madison’s assets, prospects for the stock- 
holders of the company are brighter than 
they appeared when the merger w 
started. Andrew Carnegie is the prin- 
cipal holder, with abqut 6,900 of the 10;- 
000 shares of Madison stock. Mr. Car- 
negie took over the shares, along with a 
majority of the stock of the Platf Iron 
Works ..and.‘other collateral, when he 
let the trust company bearing his name 
bave $2,100,000 Steei bonds in January 
of last year. .It was thought until a few 
weeks ago that little would be’ realized 
by holders of the’ old Van Norden Com- 
pany's stock. ; 

Alvin W. Kreeh, President of the Equi- 
table, is Chairmen of an Advisory Com- 
mittee which wil) look after the liquida- 
tion.” The other members are Bradley 
Martin, Jr., who was nominated by the 

adison’s stockholders, and Benjamin 
Strong, Jr., Vice President of the Bank- 
ers Trust Company, who was named by 
Messrs. Krech and Martin as a disinter- 
ested third party. It is’provided that this 
committee shall receive as payment 1 per 


cent, of the net amount payable to the 
gtockholders, with a minimum of $6,000 
guaranteed. The Equitable Company is 
to recetve for its services in effecting the 
liquidation 5 per cent. of the net amount 
payable to the stockholders, with a mini- 
mum of $50,000. guaranteed. 

The agreement states that the Equitable 
has advanced $850,000 to the Madison, and 
repayment of this sum is the first claim 
on the proceeds of liquidation. After that 
the Hquitable is to be repaid for any obli- 
gations it has assumed on account of the 
merger, and’for all expenses and counsel 
fees incurred. The surplus then remain- 
ing is to be divided ratably among the 
stockholders of the Madison. 

The lease of the main office of the Mad- 
ison at 786 Fifth Avenue is to be disposed 
of, if possible. and if not the rent is to be 
included among other expenses of realiz- 
ing on the assets. It is provided that the 
first distribution to Madison stockholders 
shall be made when the sum of $100,000 
has accumulated. 

There is to be no change in the organ- 
ization of the Equitable with the com- 
pletion of the merger. That company’s 
name remains the same, and there will be 
no increase in its $3,000,000 of stock. 


DIX’S STAND ON INCOME TAX. 


Considers Party Pledged to One “From 
Whatever Sources Desired.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 12.—According to Gov. 
Dix’s interpretation of the Rochester plat- 
form, the majority of the Legislature is 
committed td the ratification of the pro- 
posed Constitutional amendment providing 
for an income tax. 

His attention was called to-day to the 
contention that the Democratic Party, 
through the platform, is pledged to an ‘n- 
come tax amendment in some.form, but 
not to the particular amendment which 
has been submitted to the varioug Legis- 
latures for approval or rejection. The 
Governor said the action at Rochester fol- 
lowed the rejection of the amendment 
which has been submitted by Congress, 
and the general understanding was that 
the party in its platform was pledged to 
the amendment which would permit a tax 
on incomes ‘‘from whatever sources de- 
rived.”’ 

In his letter to Mayor Gaynor, answer- 
ing the Mayor’s argument against the 
amendment, the Governor took the po3i- 
tion that an exemption of State and mu- 
nicipal bonds would give an unfair ad- 


vantage to securities of that clags. 

The Governor has had a talk with As- 
semblyman Levy, Chairman of the Judi- 
clary Committee, and believes that the 
committee will report the resolution rati- 
fying the amendment. Senator Wagner, 
marority leader of the upper house, 
which adorted the amendment by a party 
vote, said to-day that the Assembly un- 
doubtedly would adopt the amendment 
next weck. Assemblyman Levy, however, 
says that if the Assembly Committee re- 
ports an income tax resolution it will 
not be an indorsement of the present 
amendment unless it is amended. .

Entire Change in Charter—Against 
Extending Mayor’s Veto Power.

yesterday. ‘A committee of the Board of 
Estimate, cdnsisting of Controller Pren- 
dergaxst, President Mitchel of the Board 
ef Aldermen, and Borough President Mc- 
Aneny of Manhattan, held a conference 
with the Mayor in the morning, and ‘after 
it a memorandum was given out indicat- 
ing that the Mayor had agreed to the 
following changes: 

The abandonment of the Board of Ad- 
ministrative ‘Detail. 

The-.abandonment of a statutory bud- 
get committee. 

The retention of the audit in respect of 
the city’s contingent fund. 

The retention of the certificate of the 
Controller in case of contracts let against 
the contingent fund, that there are funds 
available against which such contracts 
may be let. 

The Mayor also agreed to the inclusion 
fin the'charter of provisions that the 
Board of Estimate should have the right 
of subpoena in conducting investigations 
rather than the heads of the city’s de- 
partments, a8 proposed ‘by the Gaynor- 
Smith charter, and that a provision 
should be inserted giving the Board of 
Estimate definite control over the streets. 

There were a number of other modifica- 
tions which the committee agreed upon 
among themselves, but which the Mayor 
was not yet ready to accept. These, as 


well as the matters on which the Mayor 
had given his agreement, Mr. Mitchel 
presented to the legislative committee 
yesterday afternoon at the hearing in 
City Hall. He was not subjected to such 
a heckling by the Tammany members of 
the committee as the previous speakers 
on the Gaynor charter have been, al- 
though severalof the members of the com- 
mittee, notably Assemblymen Hoey and 
Foley and Senator Saxe were not con- 
tent with the agreement of the Mayor 
and asked questions dicating a desire 
to retain some of the-provisions of the 
Gaynor-Smith charter most objected to 
by the Board of Estimate. 


Sees No Need for New Charter. 


After he had closed his discussion of 
the specific points on which the Board of 
Estimate Committee had agreed, Mr. 
Mitchel addressed himself to the general 
question of any charter revision at all at 


the present session. Senator Cullen, 
Chairman of the joint committee, tried to 
shut him off, and various members of the 
committee explained how they had heard 
and were acting upon an overwhelming 
demand for charter revision. However, 
Mr. Mitchsl succeeded in getting a hear- 
ing, and said in this connection: 

“You have before you a charter in 
which, you must be convinced, there are 
80 mony defects that to give the city a 
workable instrument it must be re- 
vamped in its entirety. That work re- 
quires more data, more time for investi- 
gation and deliberation than you or any 
other similar body can possibly find be- 
tween now and the end of the legislative 
session.”’ 

Senator Cullen interrupted first to say 
that the legislators had before them the 
fruits of several charter investigations as 
well as two present drafts, and seemed 
to have all the data necessary. 

“But,” said Mr. Mitchel, “if you are 
going to give us an entire new charter, 
you must show the need of a new char- 
ter, and I challenge you to point out a 
single defect of the existing Government 
that cannot be corrected either by exec- 
utive or by municipal legislative action. 
the Board of Education, the Bureau of 
Purchases, and the matter of street con- 
trol only excepted. These things no doubt 
call for the adoption of new sections in 
our present charter, but by no conception 
can it be said that they create a situation 
in which an entirely new charter is im- 
perative.” 


Opposed to Mayor's Veto. 


Im his discussion of the specific points 
raised by the Board of Estimate, Mr. 
Mitchel first took up the Mayor’s veto, as 
to which his committee were unanimous, 
so far as the opposition to the provision 


in the Gaynor-Smith draft was concerned, 
but had not yet convinced the Mayor him- 
self. This was the point on which much 
of the discussion centred in the session 
of the Board of Estimate on Thursday, 
at which time the Mayor said that he 
would agree to anything his colleagues 
wanted and didn’t care whether he had 
extended veto powers or not. 

Mr. Mitchel explained yesterday that the 
provisions of the Gaynor-Smith Charter 
giving the Mayor a suspensive veto on 
all matters relating to the expenditure of 
city money which could oy, 4 be overrid- 
den by twelve votes in the Board of Es- 
timate meant to extend the Mayor's veto 
to practically all] the important business 
of that, board and to place him in a posi- 
tion where by controlling only two votes 
besides his own he might tie up action 
indefinitely. He said: 

‘“* For one member of a deliberative body 
to be. given first a vote equal to that 
of any other member and greater than 
that of all but two members and then re- 
ceive also a veto power on matters on 
which he has acted by casting his votes, 
which veto he may make permanent by 
controlling only two votes besides his own, 
is a dangerous and unwarrantable provi- 
sion and one on which the Mayor’s own 
mind is not yet made up. The committee 
is unanimous in saying that this is wrong. 
The Controller and think that as an 
original proposition the Mayor should 
have no veto. Mr. McAneny concurs in 
the recommendation of the Ivins Charter 
Commission that the Mayor may veto, but 
that ten votes in the board may override 
his veto.” 

Mr. Mitchel ran through the provisions 
on which the Mayor had agreed, and 
then presented the matters on which his 
committee agreed, but on which the Mayor 
had not yet declared his mind.

6. Cutting out of the proposed new char- 
ter the provision requiring the Board of 
Hstimate to go into the terms and condi- 
tions of all contracts before determining 
whether an award shall be made to the low-

Judge Denies Demurrer That the Law 
Fails to Define Their Offense. 


CHICAGO, May 12.—Ten Chicago meat 
packers must go to trial on Federal in- 
dictments. charging them with conspiracy 
to control the price of fresh meat, in vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
This was decided to-day by Judge George 
A. Carpenter of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, who overruled a demurrer in 
which the packers held that the Sherman 
law failed sufficiently to define the of- 
fense it sought to prohibit. 

The packers, who were indicted on 
Sept. 12, 1910, are J. Ogden Armour, Pres- 
ident of Armour & Co.; Louis F. Swift, 
President; Edward F. Swift, Vice Presi- 
dent, and Francis A. Fowler and Charles 
H. Swift, Directors, of .Swift & Co.; Bd- 
ward Tilden, President of the National 
Packing Company; Arthygr Meeker, Gen- 
eral Manager for Armour & Co.; Edward 
Morris, President of Morris & Co.; Thom- 
as J. Connors, Superintendent of Armour 
& Co., and Louis H, Heyman, Manager

The Tribune of New York in its issue 
of the 10th, contain statements from 
their Washington correspondents that 
Attorney General WickrerRsHAM has 
filed with President Tart an opinion 
condemning as unwise the project to 
incorporate the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, which is intended to receive the 
bulk of Mr. RockKEFrELLER’s great for- 
tune. Therefore, it is stated, the bill of 
incorporation introduced by Senator 
GALLINGER and favorably reported by 
the Committee on the District of Co- 
lumbia will not be passed by Congress. 
If passed, The Chicago Tribune’s cor- 
respondent says, President Tart “in 
all probability will veto it.” The con- 
trolling reasons for the President's ap- 
proval of his Attorney General's opin- 
ion are thus stated: 

In the first place, the foundation 
avowedly would be perpetual. In the 
second place, its Directors would de- 
termine what would best advance 
civilization and apply.themselves to its 
realization, even if the purpose might 
be the control of the Government of 
the United States.

It is not a far cry for the imagina- 
tion to depict a situation where, in 
all sincerity, the Trustees might de- . 
termine to devote the fund at their 
disposal to the frustration of some 
BOlitico-economic movement favored by 
large masses of the people, under 
which circumstences it 1s. not diffi- 


cult to imagine growing state of 
indignation” whi would ultimately 


disregard law and order and, perhaps, 
even attain the proportions of a rev- 
olution, At least, this is the view of 
the Attorney General, and by it the 
President is most likély to be guided. 
Here is a mare’s nest. We doubt 
whether Attorney General WickeErs- 
HAM has been foolish enough to attach 
his signature to a document setting 
forth reasons such as we have quoted; 
much more is it to be doubted that 
President Tarr would read through 
such a document to its illogical close. 
To the bill granting a perpetual suc- 
cession of the Trustees is added the 
clause “ save as hereinafter provided”; 
and it is further provided that Con- 
gress may, at any time, impose limita- 
tions upon the business of the founda- 
tion and terminate any particular en- 
dowment. There will be no endowment 
in perpetuity. Another section requires 
the corporation to expend its income 
for the philanthropic purposes enumer- 
ated, and not to accumulate and add 
{t to the principal. The exemption of 
taxation applies only to Federal taxes 
but it is a fixed principle that prop- 
erty devoted to charity shall not be 
taxed, and this property will be devot- 
ed to public uses’ under Government 
control. Trustees are not self-perpetu-

bill in {te original form, approves it as 
at present drafted. Moreover, the 
amendments now incorporated could 
have been made at any time in the 
original charter by the use of the re- 
serve power which it conferred upon 
Congress. 

The bill at present meets all the ob- 
jections which have teen seriously and 
definitely urged against it. Public sen- 
timent approves it. The fact that Con- 
gress has not yet validated its pro- 
visions may not be explained by vague 
reports of Presidential disapproval. It 
has in the past been‘ difficult to get the 
ear of Congress in such matters. The 
Smithsonian Institution “ yammered at 
the gates” a good many years before 
it obtained its charter, notwithstanding 
the fact that the Smithson bequest was 
directly to the United States of Amer- 
ica. The two houses ought not to be 
so distracted by other and pressing 
concerns as not to réalize the signifi- 
cance of this great work of philan- 
thropy which awaits their approval. 


NEARING THE END. 

At Cludad Juarez, now the capital of 
his provisional Government, as it was 
the capital of Benito Juarez during 
the usurpation of MAXIMILIAN, Gen. 
MapERo has formed a full Cabinet, and 
assumed all the authority of a ruler. 
His. belligerent rights have not been 
recognized and the Government of 
Mexico ig still asserting its authority 
in Mexico City. Thursday this Gov- 
ernment declared its intention to try 
Gen. Navarro, the “vanquished de- 
fender of Juarez, by court-martial for 
treason. Obviously the only course 
open to Navarro is to remain within 
the rebel lines. There is not the slight- 
est evidence that he surrendered until 
further resistance was useless. It is 
said that his men fought for two days 
without food or water. 

MADERO’s avowed plan is to march 
all his troops southward to Mexico 
City. The distance is 1,000 miles, and 
the road is quite hilly. Probably Ma- 
DERO will patch up the broken railroads 
and use them to transport his soldiers. 
Between Juarez and Mexico, Chihuahua 
City is now threatened with assault, 
Torreon is practfcally cut off from the 
world, Lerdo and Palacio Gomez are in 
the hands of the rebels, Durango fears 
an attack, Zacatecas is surrounded by 
rebels, business is practically suspend- 
ed in «\Aguascalientes,.. Parral has 
summoned aid from the Federals but 
has not received it. Many villages are 
in possession of the rehels. We receive 
no war news from the important cities 
of Queretaro and Guadalajara, but the 
tide of revolution is approaching them. 
The mining camps of Guanajuato have 
been fortified and there is little or no 
business in that city. 

If yesterday’s vague report that rev- 
olutionists have captured Salina Cruz 
is verified, traffic on the Tehuantepec 
Railroad may be suspended. Railroad 
communication between Mexico City 
and Texas is maintained only on the 
roundabout way from San Luis Potosi 
to Tampico, and thence to Laredo. The 
Mexican Railway to Vera Cruz is still 
operated, but there have been danger- 
ous outbreaks along its line, particu- 
larly at Orizaba. News from the rest 
of the country seems hard to get in 
Mexico City. Armed police and sol- 
diers guard the streets and the citizens 
have been authorized to carry arms. 
The hope of securing peace through 
negotiations has not been abandoned, 
but the stern old dictator in the Na- 
tional Palace seems immovable. The 
revolution makes headway daily, and 
it seems that the end cannot be long 
deferred. The Government seems to be 
waiting for Reyes, but what can 
Reyes do? 


CHIEF PROBATION OFFICER. 

Chief Justice Russe.u of the Court of 
Special Sessions has, in the task of 
filling the vacancy of Chief Probation 
Officer, an opportunity to,show in a 
signal manner why the office which he 
fills so ably was created. Upon nothing 
does the success and development of 
probatton work in this city more de- 
pend than on the fitness of this court’s 
Chief Probation Officer. He is largely 
responsible for inspiring and organiz- 
ing the work, not only ifn the adult 
parts of the Court of Special Sessions, 
but, also, in the Children’s Courts. 

The Judges under Chief Justice Rus- 
SELL have this week voted to fill the 
eighteen new positions of Probation Of- 
ficers, for whose salaries the Board of 
Estimate will supply the money out of 
the first hundred names of . eligible 
persons who have submitted to the 
competitive civil service examination. 
This is the first time this method has 
been practiced for the selection of Pro- 
bation Officers, and inspecttort of the 
list and records of the applicants dem- 
onstrates its efficacy. They are a fine 
lot. The new Probation Officers and 
the appointment of a‘ gooa Chief by 
Justice Russe.. will serve at once sen- 
sibly to check the beginnings of crime 
and the growth of young criminals in 
this city. We trust, also, that Chief 
Magistrate McApoo and his assistants 
of the First Division will delay no long- 
er in filling from the eligible/list of the 
civil sérvice the nine new positions of 
Probation Officers created for the Mag- 
istrates’ Courts under the act of 1910,

THE “LOAN SHARK” CONFERENCE. 

The Merchants’ Association will 6n 
May 18 hold an hour’s conference with 
the leading merchants of New York 
upon a plan, proposed by it and agents 
of the Russell Sage Foundation, to con- 
sider the hapless case of those of their 
empléyés whose livelihood and whose 
families’ support are menaced by the 
greedy and inhuman “loan sharks.” 

To forbid employés to assign their 
wages ‘to these ravenous creatures 
under penalty of discharge is the worst 
thing that employers can do, Small- 
salaried persons must at times borrow 
money upon their wages. To threaten 
them with discharge is to equip the 
“loam shark” with the keen and for- 
midable teeth of blackmail. His prom- 
ise of absolute secrecy is kept at the 
price, of extortionate rates of interest, 
running up from 175 to 390 per cent., 
and higher. Many large employers 
have recognized the need for temporary 
loans among small wage earners by 
establishing loan departments to which 
their employés may apply for sums of 
money at reasonable rates. The exten- 
sion of this plan by forming an employ- 
ers’ co-operative loan association is the 
object of the coming conference. The 
experiments have worked out satisfac- 
torily in the increased efficiency and 
loyalty of the employés, and, aside from 
their humanitarian aspects, they have 
proved of benefit to the business 
system.

Therefore is New York 
City to be congratulated on the fact that 
Mr. CaRNeGm has again displayed his 
generous wisdom, or his wise generosity, 
by offering to the Directors of our new 
Public <ibrary $75,000 a year for five 
years for the establishment and conduct 
by their Executive Committees of a school 
of this sort. A system of apprentice em- 
ployés had already been thought ous 
but that, while excellent in ftself, would 
have made the training of the apprentices 
purely incidental to the services rendered 
to this particular library, and while it 
undoubtedly would have produced a@ cer- 
tain number of men and women more or 
less competent to take charge of other 
libraries, their preparation for the out- 
aide positioris could not.hgye been elther 
as broad or thorough as Mr. CARNEGIB’s 
gift will render practicable. ~ Thanks to 
him, the training will become a Bese 
objective, not an incMent, and the I 
will ftself fit by the very adventages 
it confers upon others.

At eny rate, the 
quality of the librarian and his assistants 
counts for so much when estimating the 
value of a library that it is not much of 
an exaggeration to say that nothing else 
counts. Certainly a brary of 10,000 
books, where the seeker for information 
has in’getting it the assistance of a man 
who knows exactly where it is to be 
found, is worth many more than ten 
times as mutch as a library ten times as 
large, in which the inquirer must dig for 
himself through ‘a maze and wilderness 
of irrelevant literature before. he finds 
what he wants.

Mr, ““W. K.”’ is lamentably astray in his 
tacts when he says that the inventions ** which 
really have a commercial value have been de- 
veloped by the engineers of great. commercial 
enterprises.’’ Just take a few instances. Was 
James Watt an engineer of a great commer- 
cial enterprise whsn he made his inventions 
that carried the steam engine so far toward 
perfection? Was Whitney the engineer of 
such a commercial enterprise when he in- 
vented the cotton gin? or was Morse, when he 
invented the electric telegraph? or Bell, when

or Edison, whens he invented the multiple 
telegraph and the incandescent electric light?

Moreover, ‘it often happens 
these established enterprises are dependent on 
outside and independent inventors to improve

FIGHT CODE CHANGRS 


Object First to Bulldings Being 
Constructed Above Theatre 
Auditoriums. 


DON’T WANT STEEL CURTAIN 


Bullding Trades Take the Opposite 
Side at a Hearing Before the 
Aldermen’s Committee. 


Theatrical interests of the city strongly 
opposed changes in the Building Code in 
regard to theatres proposed by Borough 
President McAneny at a hearing before 
the Aldermen's Committee on Buildings 
yesterday. Marc Klaw, Alf. Hayman, |: 
and H. B, Herts spoke for the Theatrical 
Managers’ Association. They particularly 
disliked the amendments. which’ permit | M 
the construction of a fireproof building 
over the auditorium of a theatre, which 
is not allowed now. B. D. Traitel, rep- 
resenting the Building Trades Employers’ 
Association, replying to this, said that 
the opposition of the managers was based 
on their desire to make it as hard as pos- 
sible for more theatres to be built in this 
city. 

Borough President MocAneny filed «a 
statement with the committee explaining 
the object of the changes. One was to 
make motion-picture shows safe from 
fire. Another was to permit construction 
of fireproof buildings over theatres, and 
this policy was based on the practice of 
other cities. A third required stairs, en- 
trances, and exits of all new theatres to 
be placed on a fixed basis of calculation. 
Fourteen seats were to be permitted be- 
tween aisles and rear courts could be 
abandoned. 

‘Mr. Herts proposed an amendment. to 
allow the elimination of court space in 
present theatres if they adopt the rigid, 
steel-faced curtain. Mr. Klaw and Mr. 
Hayman opposed the use of the steel cur- 
tain on the ground that the asbestos 
curtain was entirely sufficient for fire 
pro ae 

his rigid curtain would add a great 
deal to the protection of people in our 
theatres,"’ said Mr. Traitel. ‘It is re- 
quired by the Building Code of Chicago, 
and has been voluntarily installed here 
by several theatre owners. The amend- 
ments, in return for this requirement, 
give the abolishment of the rear court 
and the building over the theatre. I can- 
not understand the op nme of the other 
side to this last provis It would mean 
a saving of from $45,000 to $50,000 to an 
owner of a theatre.” 

“My opposition is based on the most 
selfish motive,”’ replied Mr. Klaw—* that 
we do not want this $45,000 to $50,000 a 
year saving with the additional risk of 
the damage suits to be brought against 
us fn case of fire.”

“SENTENCED 10 JAIL 


Judge La Fetra Orders Freyer’s 
Arrest for Offense Committed 
Before Him May 4. 


OUT ON HABEAS CORPUS 


Attorneys Argue Before Justice Hen- 
drick That Contempt Decision Is 
Too Late to be Effective. 


Adolph Freyer, a lawyer, of 141 Broad- 
way, was arrested yesterday by a Deputy 
Sheriff on an order signed by City Court 
Judge La Fetra. sentencing him to five 
days’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
$250 for contempt of court on May 4. 
Freyer immediately sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus, which was argued in his 
behalf yesterday afternoon before Su- 
Court Justice Hendrick by Max 
Steuer and ex-Assistant District Attorney 
Alexander A. Mayper. George H. Kerby |! 
argued for the enforcement of the or- 
der. 

Freyer was counsel for the Metro- 
politan Printing Company in a suit 
against Frank HE. Robinson, which was 
oh trial before Judge La Fetra in the 
City Court. In the order committing 
Freyer Judge La Fetra set forth that 
despite rulings of the court Freyer had 
insisted that he admonish Edward B. 
Wing, a witness. Finally Judge La Fetra 
exclaimed: 

“You can’t ordet the court to ad- 
monish the witness. In all of the court’s 
ten years’ experience on the bench the 
court has heard few witnesses who have 
answered questions more directly or with 
More caré as to accuracy.” 

After this remark by the court Freyer 
examined the witness and believed that 
he had thrown doubts on his testimony. 
He then exclaimed, a8 he dismissed the 
witness, Judge La Fetra charges: 

“And you are the complimentary wit- 
ness who answers questions so directly.” 

Judge La Fetra took this interjection as 
an aspersion on his previous remarks and 
asked Frey2r what he meant. Freyer re- 
sponded in substance: 

“Why, this is the witness who was 
commended from the bench as the most 
careful witness the court had heard in its 
ten long years of ee 

After this remark the court decided, ac- 
cording to the writ of commitment, to 
— Freyer for contempt of court. 

wyer Steuer quoted a transcript of 
the record to show that Judge La Fetra 
had adjourned the case for a week to 
“fix the fine’’ After this statement, Mr. 
Steuer argued, imprisonment could not be 
imposed for contempt. Mr. Steuer also 
argued that a sentence of imprisonment 
could not be legally given to Freyer in 
his absence. He also said that there was 
no case on the books where a lawyer had 
been papteones for manifesting zeal in 
behalf of his client.

WHEAT PRICES RISE extend 


Estimate of Kansas Wheat Yield Low 
—Boetter Retail Trade Reported 
—Banks Gain Cash. 


A moderate degree of acivity was main- 
tained during the first hour of trading on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday, but the 
market thereafter drifted into extreme 
dullness. The trading in the last hour, 
when usually some increase in transac- 
tions occurs, fell short of 30,000 shares. 
The Mghtness of the trading did not 
prevent the development toward the close 
of a heavy tone. The three or four lead- 
ing issues which were the principa] ben- 
eficilaries of the forward movement on 
Thursday afternoon all showed fractional 
net losses yesterday, such vigor as the 
advance in these stocks had having been 
exhausted tn the sharp advance of the 
previous day. The course of the market 
yesterday helped to confirm the belief 
that Thursday’s improvement in the three 
or four leading issues was largely the 
result of a movement against the short 
interest in these stocks. The possibility 
of decisions in the “ anti-trust’’ cases 
being renderéd next Monday was an im- 
portant factor in holding back trading, 
for while many postponements of these 
decisions lessen the assurance with which 
they are expecte@ from one decision day 
to another there are very ‘many who feel 
that thg long-awaited announcement from 
the Supreme Court will come on Monday. 

Higher prices in the foreign. grain mar- 
kets accompanied by unfavorable reports 
from some of the wheat-producing 4dis- 
tricts on the Continent, supplemented in 
the afternoon by a partially unfavorable 
summary of conditions in some of our 
own Winter wheat States, notably in 
Kansas, brought about a further advance 
of approximately 1 cent a bushel in wheat 
prices here and in Chicago. The Kansas 
wheat crop, according to The Modern 
Miller's summay of crop conditions, issued 
yesterday, promises to be little if any over 
75,000,000 bushels, a-relatively small yield 
for that important wheat producing State. 
Except in Kansas and in the o.her dis- 
tricts which suffered from drought early 
in the season, conditions are described 
by this grain trade organ as favorable 
with the prospect of an average yield per 
acre. With the increased acreage an av- 
*rage yieid per acre this year will repre- 
sent @ very satisfactory total crop. The 
cogton. market moved irregularly yester- 
day, following its forward movement of 
the previous vay, but most options closed 
at net declines. 

Estimates of the net results of the 
week's currency movements suggested a 
further addition to the cash reserves in 
the banks with the possibility of another 
increase in the already very large sur- 
Plus. The day's events in the bond mar- 
ket indluded the placing of the entire 
issue of $11,000,000 three-year 5 per cent. 
notes purchased by bankers from the HRe- 
organization Committee of the Inter- 
national & Great Northern. The general 
trading in ponds was somewhat lighter 
than on Thursday, but the New York 
City issues, and particularly the latest 
issue of 4% per cent. bonds were again 
very active, though at some slight conces- 
sion from their recent high figures. An- 
ticlpatory trading in the proposed issue 
of United States S per cent. bonds was 
reported at 101% and 102. In some bank- 
ing quarters actively interested in the 
Government bond market the opinion is 
being held that the forthcoming issue 
may bring a price somewhere between 
101 and 102. Such a premium would only 
very slightly reduce the interest yield 
below the 8 per cent. rate which the new 
bonds will carry. It is possible, however, 
that the actual offfering of these Govern- 
ment bonds may not be made quite as 
soon as recent dispatches from Washing- 
ton have suggested. A more cheerful 
tone in retail trade was reported by the 
commercial agencies, largely as a result 
of more seasonable weather which has 
stimulated purchases in some retail lines.

Tn their investigation of the death of 
Dr. William Richard Cunningham Latson, 
editor of Health and Culture, and @ spe- 
clalist in skin diseases, whose body was 
found Thursday evening: beside a couch 
in his apartment, at 660 Riverside Drive, 
the Coroner in charge and the Coroner’s 
physician, who performed the autopsy, 


came to directly opposite conclusions. 

The Coroner's physician, Dr. Philip F. 
O’Hanlon, said be was quite confident 
that there had been foul lay, and that 
there was every reason for the police 
to make a most seaching inquiry before 
finally accepting the pment of suicide. 

The pee hen a n charge, Dr. L. Fein- 
berg, ressed the me Thien Maat it 
was sleat rly a case of suicide, and that the 
motive had been found in statements by 
Latson'’s associates that he been 
carousing steadily for weeks and was in 
financial trouble. 

Another thing that helped Coroner Fein- 
berg in reaching his conclusion was the 
note found beside the body addressed 
“to Gertie and mother,” saying, ‘‘I uave 
done my best,” and signed, “ th.” 

Hundreds of papers in Dr. Latson’s 
handwritin were examined, as were 
also a numbér of letters sent by him to 
Harry Weinberger, a lawyer, of 261 
Broadway. Weinberger was confident 
that the note was in Latson’s handwrit- 
ing, and all the evidence of the letters 
and checks was to the same effect. 

Coroner Feinberg, announcing his con- 
clusion that the letter was written by 
Dr. Latson, decided not to arrest Miss 
Alta Marnevka, the young Russian girl, 
who, under the name of “ Miss Gordon,” 
was known to the janitor of the apart- 
ment house as a frequent caller at Dr. 
Latson’s rooms,
